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DUCK HUNTING TO 
BE FOR 30 DAYS 


Federal, Not State Law, Will, 
Be Observed, Thompson 
Explains 


Contrary to reports coming 
from W. C. Malone, deputy game 
warden, the duck hunting season 
will be every day from the time 
the season opens Nov. 16 until 
a month later when it closes, 
Leigh Thompson, secretary of the 
Orange Belt council Izaak Walton 
league, said today. 

State and federal laws are in 
conflict concerning the hunting 
season, and Mr. Thompson said 
that state fish and game authori- 
ties have declared the federal 
law will be enforced. The law 
permits hunting every day during 
the season. The state law limits 
the hunting to three days of the 
week. 

Mr. Thompson was told by 
authorities that the federal law 
would be enforced and ne was of 
the opinion that Mr. Malone had 
either been misquoted or misin- 
formed. 

The limit will be 15 ducks a 
day and 30 ducks in possession. 
This means a person can aunt 
two days before returning and 
if more than the limit is in pos- 
session a person must be able to 
prove that he obtained only 15 
during one day, Mr. Thompson 
said.

IS DAILY AVERAGE 


Hauser Representative Tells’ 


Lions of Industry and 
of Scope 


Six ounces of meat a day is 
the average per capita consump- 
tion and a person need have no 
fears about including meat in| 
the daily menu, G. M. LaFollette | 
of the Hauser Packing company, | 
Los Angeles, said in address at 
the meeting of the Upland Lions | 
club in the Red Hill Country club 
yesterday noon. 

If a woman would include meat) 
as the principal dish in her daily 
menu, most of her worries about 
food would be over, he said and 
pointed out that the meat pack- 
ing industry in point of dollars 
and cents is the largest in Amer- 
ica. Automobiles are second. An- 
nual value of the meat packed {fs 
more than four billion dollars, | 
he said. | 
Of the 17 billion pounds of meat | 
packed, pork represents six bil- 
lion pounds, this including the | 
fresh and cured variety. Figures | 
for 1929, tlee latest available, re-| 
veal that 6 ounces a day is the | 
per capita average. 

The speaker pointed out that 
all large packers are rigidly in- 
gpected and that if an animal is | 
not edible, in its entirety, it Is 
rejected. 

Price of meat today is at the 
lowest point in recent history, he 
said and pointed out that the 
packers work on a very smal) 
margin. Eighty-seven per cent of | 
the money involved in the meat 
packing industry goes to the pro- 


ducer for the animals, the re- | 
maining 13 per cent used by the | 
packer in operating the plant | 
and in getting a profit. \
